A  letter  from 
Judge  Joseph  T.  Zottoli,  chairman 
1  of  this  Commission,  dated  January 
2,  1952,  says  "If  wo  wore  report 
ing  today,  wo  would  report  that  it 
cost  tho  state  $18  for  ovary  $1  tok¬ 
en  in."  These  figures  do  not  take 
into  account  the  money  spent  for 
whiskey  itself,  but  only  the  cost  oc¬ 
casioned  by  its  use!

Dr.  J.  D.  Grey,  pastor  of  the 
First  Church  of  New  Orleans  re¬ 
ceived  the  following  interesting  tes¬ 
timonial  of  the  power  of  a  tract, 
written  by  Calvin  H.  Garner,  Sr.,  a 
student  at  New  Orleans  Seminary:

There 
had  not  been  a  church  in  this  sec-  J 
tion,  or  the  immediate  vicinity,  for 
twenty-five  years.  Wine  and  wick¬ 
edness  was  the  order  of  the  day, 
and  Christ  was  on  the  footstool 
and  Satan  was  on  the  throne.

13  were  the  only  two  Christians  in 
the  village.  I  was  scared,  but  my 
heart  burned  within  me  to  give 
them  the  matchless  message  of 
Christ.

Dawson  Hits  Religious 
Persecutions  In  Italy 

Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Baptist  Joint  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Public  Affairs,  has  revealed 
In  his  regular  Report  from  the 
Capitol  an  example  of  what  he 
terms  “renewed  religious  persecu¬ 
tion  in  Italy  ’ 

"The  church  of  Miglionico  (Pro¬ 
vince  of  Matera)  was  recently  clos¬ 
ed  by  government  order  and  public 
worship  prohibited  in  disregard  of 
all  laws  guaranteeing  freedom  of 
religion  in  Italy,”  Dr.  Dawson  has 
stated.  “The  Executive  Secretary 
protested  the  action  directly  to  the 
Ministry  of  Cults  and  received  con¬ 
firmation  in  two  separate  communi¬ 
cations  that  the  church  had  been 
closed  upon  direct  orders  from  the 
Ministry  of  the  Interior. 

“This  fact  is  significant  for  the 
reason  that  it  proves  that  the  ac¬ 
tion  is  not  the  result  of  local  police 
Interference  but  has  its  origin  in 
high  government  policy.  It  also  in¬ 
dicates  the  value  of  the  assurance 
given  to  Dr  F.  Townley  Lord,  the 
president  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance,  upon  his  recent  visit  to  Ita¬ 
ly,  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior, 
that  Italian  Baptists  would  be 
granted  the  religious  freedom  gua¬ 
ranteed  by  the  Constitution. 

“The  pretext  given  for  the  dis¬ 
positions  closing  the  church  was 
that  it  had  been  closed  for  a  period 
of  six  years  because  of  lack  of  be¬ 
lievers  and  consequently  required 
a  new  authorization  to  function. 
The  secretary  showed  in  his  re¬ 
ply  that  the  church  had  never  ac¬ 
tually  been  closed  and  cited  in¬ 
stances  of  funerals,  weddings  and 
other  services  which  were  perform¬ 
ed  during  the  time  indicated.  More 
Important  yet,  he  demonstrated, 
oven  if  the  church  had  been  closed 
for  the  period  claimed  that  it  was 
aot  a  valid  nor  legal  reason  for 
•losing  a  church  under  Italian  law 
and  that  no  cfcureh  had  ever  been 
previously  closed  for  such  a  rea-
